Clinical signs associated with natural 
disease progression include mild to moderate lethargy, decreased grooming and weight loss.

Thirteen dogs were exempted from the facility approved dog exercise and socialization plan (as required 
by AWA 3.8(d)) for period(s) of less than 24 hours. The exemption was justified by the Principal 
Investigator and was reviewed and approved by the lACUC. In addition, the Attending Veterinarian (AV) 
was directly involved in the planning and clinical observation. The exemption was necessary to meet the 
objectives of the research study which required the collection of urine samples over a period of 24 hours 
after administration of a test article. Dividers were placed in the standard runs with collection pans that 
reduced the available floor space by half (12 vs. 24 square feet). No other changes were made to the 
primary enclosure.

There were no procedures producing pain or distress. The agent causing the distress is a fungus, P. destructans, more 
commonly known as White Nose Syndrome (WNS). P. destructans erodes and replaces the living skin of bats while they 
hibernate. It is unknown how this infection kills the bats. 

Healthy bats or bats who were PCR positive but showed no clinical disease were captured in the wild and a new 
treatment (a volatile drug) was tested, beacause WNS causes high mortality in bats in Missouri and eastern US and is 
dramatically reducing populations of bats. The drug was deemed nontoxic for bats, and so P. destructants infected bats 
were then divided into two groups. One group received treatment and the other group did not. High mortality was seen 
in the control group (as expected) and the treated group survived. The procedure that caused pain was the naturally 
occurring disease process that affects bats when emerging from hibernation. Eight bats in the control group 
experienced this and the single survivor after the experiment was treated with the drug in an attempt to relieve the 
pain/distress caused by the disease and survived. Four bats from the treatment group died of the naturally occurring 
disease.

This was a procedure to test the efficacy of a potential treatment of bats during hibernation infected with the fungus that 
causes White Nose Syndrome. The control group that did not receive treatment experienced pain and stress associated 
with the naturally occurring disease when aroused from hibernation. This control group was required to determine if the 
treatment was effective at treating WNS.
